fincom for budget review prior to 
annual town meeting. 

Former selectman Carl Backman 
called it a basic question of policy 
and philosophy. "I feel that the 
fincom is stepping beyond the 
bounds of advice and consent.” He 
said the article would usurp the 
powers of the town manager. 

The article did not pass. 

The voting procedure was 
changed for the vote on Article 11, 
to allow for paper ballots. The 
question was whether Wilmington 
should break away from the 
Reading Municipal Light Dept. 

Selectman Bob Cain gave a 
history of the proceedings to date, 
from the first refusal of the 
Reading commissioners to meet 
with representatives from Wil 
mington, 

Nicki Johnson, chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce task force 
on electrical power, spoke 
confidently. "We feel we are going 
to win a victory before the D.P.U.” 

Mike Walsh of Dorothy Avenue 
said he had dealings with Reading 
Light for years, most of them nega- 
tive. He asked if the town had 
sought to have a representative 
seated on the Reading Light Board. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale said 
that representation was not 
provided in the Acts of 1908, since 
most municipal plants serve only 
‘one town. 

But he cited Wilmington's tack of 
representation as a possible 
advantage. "Since we do not have 
representation on the Reading 
board,” he said, "there are legal 
minds that say we are not a pact of 
that (Seabrook) debt. 

That Seabrook debt will be a key 
factor in the economics of breaking 
away. The costs of the Seabrook 
nuclear plant will greatly increase 
the cost of power sold by Reading. 
If Wilmington breaks away, will 
the state DPU assess part of 
Reading's debt to Wilmington cus- 
tomers, or will Reading still have to 
pick up their entire debt? 

“If anybody is going to be making 
a profit selling power to Wilming- 
ton, it should be the town of Wil- 
mington,” said Selectman Jim 
Stewart. 

The voters agreed, The vote, was 
380 to 22. 

Article 30 passed easily, rezoning 
Jand near the North Wilmington 
parking lot to General Business. 

Attorney Joseph Courtney moved 
for reconsideration of Article 25. 
The motion was defeated, thus 
ensuring that the article could not 
be brought up again. 

Voters tumed down Article 22, a 
proposal by Gerry O'Reilly to set

aside the Walker School site as a 
permanent playground. 

Sean O'Beime of Hillside Way 
proposed Article 26. He said that 
new nursing homes are very big 
and very expensive. The nursing 
home proposed for Hillside Way, 
he said, would have 120 beds plus 
an 18-patient day-care facility 

The article would have eliminated 
nursing homes as a permitted use in 
residential zones. 

“What I do question is their 
coming into an area and building a 
nursing home against the wishes of 
the neighbors,” O'Beime said 

Speaking for the company which 
had proposed the nursing home 
Attotney Joseph Courtney said that 
the effect of the article would be 
that there would be no nursing 
homes allowed in Wilmington 
since there was no general business 
land in Wilmington suitable for a 
nursing home. 

“L happen to agree with the people 
on Chestnut Street. This (Hillside 
Way) is a poor location. But this is 
a terrible example of overkill.” 

John Tressler of Mediplex, the 
firm which made the Hillside Way 
proposal, said that the company has 
been looking for a more acceptable 
site within the town. This article 
would prevent them from finding 
another site. 

Bernard McMahon said he felt 
that a nursing home belonged in a 
residential area. 

Arthur Smith called the article 
ill-conceived, saying that it would 
make it very difficult to improve or 
expand the Regional Health Center. 

Rep. Jim Miceli spoke in favar of 
the article, claiming that since local 
people would be on Medicaid, the 
nursing home would be filled by 
people from wealth areas like 
Beverly and Manchester. 

Nursing homes belong in a busi- 
ness zoned area, he said. 

Selectman Jim Stewart asked what 
effect the article would have on the 
Mediplex proposal. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman 
that two plans have been submitted 
for the Hillside Way site. One was 
for a nursing home, submitted on 
February 11. The article, if passed, 
would not defeat the proposal.

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectman Monday night signed the 
warrant for a special town meeting 
slated for the Shriners’ Auditorium 
June 9 at 7:30 p.m., despite some 
confusion about the number of 
articles on the warrant itself.

They 
clung to what was left of their home 
and dignity. Years later, a group of 
local settlers by name of Jonathan 
Bowers, Samuel Hunt, and some 
others got together in December 
1725 and made plans to unite the 
local farmers into one community. 

Bowers, Hunt and company 
desired to establish a new township 
made up from some of the land area 
of Billerica and all of the land 
which made up the Wamesit 
Reservation.

Under the 
requirements of the laws the new 
town had to have a town meeting 
house before incorporation could 
be granted.

The overall unsatisfactory rating 
Wolk received moved committee- 
man Kevin Sowyrda to ask for a 
vote of no confidence, though he 
later withdrew his motion when 
others called it " premature.” 

Sowyrda, who consistently rated 
Wolk's performance “poor,” said 
Wolk would "best serve the needs 
of the school by immediately 
tendering his resignation.” This 
caused Wolk to retort that it was 
unfortunate that one of the newest 
and youngest board members is the 
"most critical.” 

Tewksbury's Richard Griffin 
backed Sowyrda’s general view. It 
may be “time to consider a new 
source of leadership for this 
school,” he said as he pointed out 
several problems he had with the 
superintendent's performance. he 
cited Wolk for failing to update the 
academic curriculum and failing to 
display a proper understanding of 
the financial needs of the school and 
member communities. 

Burlington's Jack Miller, newly 
re-elected chairman, stressed that 
the evaluation process was meant as 
“constructive criticism" and added 
"most of us have been around long 
enough to know we all have 
failings." 

Members rated Wolk on written 
evaluation sheets and covered the 
superintendent's personal qualities 
as well as his performance and 
responsibility.

Wolk rated high (average to 
above average) on appearance, 
integrity, moral courage, physical 
fitness, intelligence, and self- 
discipline. Conversly, he was low 
(below average to poor) in the 
delegation of authority, tact, ability 
to command confidence and 
respect, understanding school com- 
mittee policies, and establishing 
priorities, among others.

"There is a message here and you

land, land of the Wamesit. So 
remember, what's in a name? 
Plenty! Tewksbury, the town that 
almost’ was cailed Wamesit, 
Massachusetts 

Editors note: The Name 


Tewksbury comes from one of the 
titles of the King of England. He 
was also the Duke of Tewkesbury. 

The Colonial Government of 
Massachusetts, in order to 
ingratiate itself with the royal 
authority, named the new town 
after him, using his title. They did 
the same thing four years earlier, 
for Wilmington, which was to be 
called Goshen. The Egrl of 
Wilmington was a prominent 
politician, and a friend of the 
Prince of Wales

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Tech school board 
- Critical of Supt. Wolk

In an evaluation session made 
open under the state's Open Meet- 
ing Law, Shawsheen Tech Superin- 
tendent-Director Benjamin Wolk 
endured some harsh criticism from 
majority of school committee 
members at their meeting Tuesday 
night. 

The overall unsatisfactory rating 
Wolk received moved committee- 
man Kevin Sowyrda to ask for a 
vote of no confidence, though he 
later withdrew his motion when 
others called it "premature." 

Sowyrda, who consistently rated 
Wolk's performance “poor,” said 
Wolk would “best serve the needs 
of the school by immediately 
tendering his resignation.” This 
caused Wolk to retort that it was 
unfortunate that one of the newest 
and youngest board members is the 
“most critical.” 

Tewksbury's Richard Griffin 
backed Sowyrda’s general view, It 
may be "time to consider a new 
source of leadership for this 
school," he said as he pointed out 
several problems.he had with the 
superintendent's performance. he 
Cited Wolk for failing to update the 
academic curriculum and failing to 
display a proper understanding of 
the financial needs of the school and 
member communities. 

Burlington's Jack Miller, newly 
re-elected chairman, stressed that 
the evaluation process was meant as 
“constructive criticism" and added 
“most of us have been around long 
enough to know we all have 
failings.” 

Members rated Wolk on written 
evaluation sheets and covered the 
Superintendent's personal qualities 
as well as his performance and 
fesponsibility. 


Wolk rated high (average to 
above average) on appearance, 
integrity, moral courage, physical 
fitness, intelligence, and self- 
discipline. Conversly, he was low 
(below average to poor) in the 
delegation of authority, tact, ability 
to command confidence and 
respect, understanding school com- 
mittee policies, and establishing 
priorities, among others. 

In his defense, Wolk pointed out 
that the school continues to provide 


the "best possible education”, to 
students. If it didn't he said, "I 
would have left this job long ago.” 
He also questioned how members’ 
comments could be legitimate 
considering they're not in the 
building on a daily basis. 

"There is a message here and you 
have to look at the message,” said 
Miller as he suggested Wolk take 
the evaluation sheets, assimilate the 
comments, and perhaps prepare a 
response for a later meeting,

ordinary journey. Many people, 
when out on the Atlantic Ocean, 
have thrown bottle messages into 
the ocean. A few of those have been 
found on various European 
beaches. It was the Gulf stream 
which had carried the bottle to its 
destination. 

But the Mystic River is not a part 
of the Gulf Stream. Further, from 
time to time, there are eddies from 
the Labrador Current which work 
their way into Massachusetts Bay, 
and flow, it can be said, in the 
“opposite” direction. 

The message from John O'Malley 
would have to "work" its way out 
of Boston Harbor. That could take 
several weeks. 

There would be several or more 
ebb tides, and an equal number of 
flood tiede, during that time 
period. Any of those tides could 
have put John O'Malley's bottle 
under a pier somewhere, or into 
some other spot where it never 


could have been found. 

But the bottle, it is evident, did 
reach the Atlantic, which outside 
Boston is known as Massachusetts 
Bay. It did also flow easterly or 
southeasterly, to pass out beyond 
Cape Cod. Cape Cod is 50 miles 
from Boston Lightship. 

Outside Cape Cod it would have 
gone, possibly, southeasterly, on 
tidal currents. It could have, 
possibly, gone southerly, and past 
Nantucket Shoals, 

In either case it'would have*had to 
go far enough to the south to reach 
a latitude in which the Gulf Steam 
exists. Then the voyage to Europe 
could begin. 

It was a "happeffstance” voyage at 
best for that bottle, but John 
O'Malley has delivered. his 
message, and he did it by Wave 
Power.

Blood pressure 
control program at 
health center 


“Design Your Lifestyle to 
Control Your Blood Pressure” will 
be the theme of a two-part program 
in recognition of National High 
Blood Pressure Month at the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. 

The year's national theme, "Treat 
Yourself to Life,” focuses on new 
ways to take control -- decreasing 
weight, limiting fat and salt 
consumption, increasing exercise 
and managing stress. These 
methods emphasize non-drug 
approached to supplement or 
replace drugs in treating high or 
bordering blood pressure. 

Part one of the program will be 
held on Monday, May 5. Suetta 
M.B. Tenney, M.D., 2 primary 
care internist and Thomas Thrall, 
M.D., internist and behavioral 
medicine specialist, will discuss 
“Lifestyles to Keep Your Blood 
Pressure Down.”

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Town Meeting passes $26m budget 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Approximately 400 voters ap- 
proved a $26,631,388 budget for 
fiscal 1987 at Wilmington’s annual 
town meeting Saturday amid some. 
heated discussion and repeated 
attempts to amend various line 
items. 

The final figure, according to 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee, is $144,247 over the levy limit 
and takes into consideration 23 
percent recovery from: revenue 
sharing losses from the state. 

An anticipated 100 percent 
reimbursement in state aid, to make 
up for the loss of federal revenue 
sharing, created a stand-off be- 
tween Town Manager Buzz Stap 
ezynski and the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen on the one hand and 
finance committee members on the 
other throughout the afternoon. 

While Stapczynski continually 
sought to reinstate funds originally 
deleted by the fincom, largely to 
cover salaries and expenses for 
various town employees and 
department heads, voters, for the 
most part, sided with committee 
members. Bhey seemed to agree 
with the philosophy of chairman 
Mark Lutz and his committee that if 
the recommendation was “worth. 
while,” it could come up for con 
sideration at June’s special town 
meeting once. the state funds were 
assured. 

Voters did, however, go along 
with several amended items. 

‘These included. 

a $715 increase for the full 
time planning coordinator 

an additional $1,000 for 
expenses incurred by the Board of

Bearing an uncanny 
resemblance to the R2-D2 robot 
of Star Wars fame, the robot 
stands four feet tall, has a body 
of fiberglass, a head that swiv 
els 360 degrees, and the ability 
to send silent alarms to its con 
trol station as soon as it detects 
an intruder in its territory. The 
Sentry is manufactured by 
Denning Mobile Robotics, Inc 
of Woburn, Massachusetts, a 
publicly-held company whose 
stock is traded in the over-the 
counter market. According to 
Marketing Director George 
Leccese of Burlington, Massa 
chusetts, the robot represents 
the wave of the future in the se- 
curity field. “The Sentry is 
designed to work with a human 
partner,"’ says Leccese, “doing 
tedious patrol work, thus freeing

a human security guard to take 
on other duties which require 
thought and judgment 

The robot consists of several 
separate systems that process 
information and sends it to a 
central computer. The robot 
“sees” using a ring of 24 
ultrasonic sensors around its 
circumference that detect ob- 
jects in its path. Heat is detected 
by infrared sensors, fire by 
smoke detectors, and motion by 
microwave sensors. Leccese 
said that the use of the different 
kinds of sensors helps prevent 
false alarms. Since humans 
move and have a certain body 
temperature, the robot won't 
send an alarm unless it detects 
both phenomena at the same 
time. For example, if the robot 
feels’ heat from a furnace 
with its infrared sensors, it 
won't set off an alarm because it 
didn't also detect motion, Lec 
cese explained. The motion 
detectors are so sensitive that 
they can detect the movement of 
a person breathing, even if he is 
able to remain perfectly mo 
tionless 

The robot moves around on 
three wheels, separately 
powered by a synchronous 
steer-and-drive mechanism, so 
that when it changes direction, 
the body stays facing the same 
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way, only the head and wheels 
turn. In navigating, the robot 
relies on a map of the facility 
programmed into its computer 
memory. In addition, the Sentry 
can avoid random objects plac-

Restore a winter lawn 


When a lawn has deteriorated 
iver the winter, many times 
1omeowners think the only solu- 
ion is plowing it up and seeding 
or sodding. Don't be too hasty! A 
awn often can be renovated 
without using these drastic 
neasures. Fertilizers, weeding 
and seeding may be enough 
However, a conscientious pro- 
gram must be followed accor: 
ding to Thurston Handley, Home 
Horticulture Specialist with the 
Middlesex County Cooperative 
Extension. 

The main problem with many 
lawns is the build up of thatch 
Thatch is an accumulation from 
stems and roots. It contains 
more woody material and does 
not decompose as fast as grass 
clippings. Thatch prevents air, 
water and fertilizer from 
reaching roots in proper quan- 
tities. This weakens the lawn 


and makes it vulnerable to in. 
sects and diseases. A thin layer 
of thatch is desireable because it 
decreases water evaporation, 
temperature changes and 
creates a mat providing a cush- 
jon effect. Thatch can be 
removed by raking or by using a 
power dethatcher. 

When mowing, do not remove 
more than half of the foliage at a 
time. A desired height for a lawn 
is one and one/half inches. At 
this length, the lawn can build 
up an extensive root system to 
withstand drought that may oc 
cur in summer. This length also 
inhibits germination of weed 
seeds by shading.

THREE LARGEST FARMS 

Nationwide there are more 
than 13,000 commercial wind 
machines, Gray says. The larg- 
est wind farms are in three of 
California’s windiest spots 
Altamont Pass, 40 miles east of 
San Francisco, where more than 
5,000 wind turbines share 30,000 
rolling acres with grazing cat- 
tle; the Tehachapi Mountains, 
where 3,500 more rise from the 
high desert; and San Gorgonio 
Pass, where another 3,500 line 
the highway to Palm Springs. 

Before 1981, there were none 
anywhere. A phenomenon of this 
decade, wind farms blew in with 
the passage of federal and state 
tax credits designed as incen 
tives to develop renewable 
energy sources. They created an 
artificial boom, Gray admits 
Critics called the new farms 
“‘tax farms.'’ Advocates 
predicted that they could pro- 
vide up to 10 percent of the na- 
tion's energy needs by the end of 
the country 

The federal tax credits ex- 


pired at the end of 1985. Legisla- 
tion pending in Congress to ex- 
tend them does not include wind 
energy. But basic reseagch will 
continue through 1987, says Jack 
Cadogan, a Department of 
Energy wind-program manag- 


"Gray estimates that produc- 
tion of new wind-generated elec- 
tricity this year will be half of 
1985's 500 megawatts, which was 
more than double that of 1984. 
This year for the first time, he 
Says, more than half the wind 
equipment sold in this country 
will be foreign-made, most of it 
Danish. Denmark, second to the 
United States in use of wind 
energy, is offering subsidies to 
Danish investors to boost ex- 
ports. 

From the start, the U.S 
wind-energy industry has had 
problems stablizing. The 
reason: the wind itself. 
ERRATIC ENERGY SOURCE 

“Wind is the single most un- 
predictable, variable energy 
source,” Gray says. “It can 
change direction and speed 
anytime. When it doubles in 
speed (10 to 20 mph), it’s eight 
times as forceful, and this can 
happen in less than a second 
Only in the last year and a half 
have wind machines been made 
to operate for a year without 
blades breaking off — and other 
breakdowns." 

Even with favorable winds, all 
machines do not continuously 
spin at top speed. At times, ac: 
tual power produced is only 20 
percent of rated capacity 

Wind farming has been most 
successful in California. Jn 1985, 
their peak year, all the state’s 
wind farms together sold a total 
of 652.8 million kilowatt-hours of 
electricity to Southern Califor- 
nia Edison and Pacific Gas and 
Electric — enough to supply 
108,000 typical California homes 
for a year 

The wind-generated electrici 
ty that Southern California 
Edison buys from the Tehachapi 
and San Gorgonio farms is less 
than 1 percent of the energy 
needed for its customer: 
spokesman Bob Krauch says, 
but it is helping postpone con 
struction of another power 
plant 

U.S. Windpower, largest op- 
erator of wind machines at 
Altamont Pass, plans to put 800 
more turbines in the ground this 
year, for a total of 3,000 

“‘A computerized com- 
munications network runs all 
the machines as a single power 
plant,” explains Windpower 
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spokesman Laurie Galbraith. A 
system of transformers and 
transmission lines generates 
and delivers the electricity to 
the utility's grid. 

Although tiny compared with 
California, Hawaii ranks second 
among the states in the use of 
wind energy. Strong tradewinds 
that sweep across the islands 
most of the year make wind one 
of its most important energy 
resources. Experts estimate 
that wind alone could provide 10 
times the energy needed to meet 
Hawaii's current demands. 

The state’s largest wind farm 


The $24 million high-tech 
farm, named Makani Moa'e, 
which means tradewinds, is ex- 
pected to produce enough elec- 
tricity for the annual energy 
needs of 5,200 typical residential 
customers on Oahu. It will save 
62,000 Barrels of imported oil. 

*Honojylu has the longest 
energy supply line in the coun- 
try, stretching thousands of 
miles. We believe wind will be 
an essential part of Oahu's 
future energy mix," says C. 
Dudley Pratt Jr., president of 
Hawaiian Electric Industries.

filter. 

Sand filters are cleaned by backwash- 
ing. That is, pool water is forced through 
the filter in the direction opposite from 
normal filtering 

‘At times of heavy use — when all the 
friends come to swim — owners of 
diatomite-filtered pools will hardly notice 
a change in water clarity, according to 
Manville, but pool owners with sand fit: 
ers might. 

(One way to check your pool water clar 
ity is to drop a “clarity test disc,” availa 
bie'from your Manville distributor, to the 
bottom at the deepest point. If the black 
and red color markings printed on the disc 
are clearly defined, your pool filtration is 
working well).

Use native plants and 
flowers for landscaping 


Remember that plush field of 
wild flowering plants you noticed as 
you drove home yesterday? Well, it 
isn't as difficult as you might think to 
recreate a similar landscape at home 

While local nurseries and whole- 
sale plant growers usually have just a 
limited number of native species 

ble, consumer demand for these 

plants is at an all-time high 

So, more and more homeowners are 
taking matters into their own hands 
by “venturing into the wild” to get the 
native plants they want 

According to the authors of Ortho’s 
new book, “Landscaping with Wild- 
flowers & Native Plants,” two ways 
that you can secure samplings of wild 
planis and flowers that are indigenous 
to your area is to collect wild seeds and 
make cuttings. 

The first thing you must do. whether 
you are collecting seeds or making 
cuttings, is to decide which native

If the soil is com- 
pletely dry. add a bit of wetting agent 
(which you can buy at garden centers) 
or soak the entire pot in water for a 
couple of hours.
